WASHINGTON — (INS) — Tho 
Agriculture Department concluded 
today that 1953 was a good year for 
agriculture, despite the c o s t l y 
drought that spread over nearly 
half the nation. 
Department •spokesmen point out 
that while many crops were threat­ 
ened In late June with lack of mois­ 
ture. most crops escaped damage. 
Only durum wheat suffered se­ 
verely in most producing areas, 
though some winter wheat and oats 
were reduced in yield and quality. 
Conditions were highly favorable 
for harvesting email grains and 
good quality hay, and also for the 
development of cotton.

The climate in Korea Is cold, bit­ 
ing cold, and only the very heaviest 
clothing provides any protection.

nut there s one man, a Bristol 
soldier, who Is busy feeling sorry 
for homeless Korean people instead, 
and not only is he ''sorry'’ for them.

Cole, of the 833rd Ordnance Com­ 
pany, U. 8. Army, now stationed 
in Korea, asks for contributions to 
help a people that “one disaster 
after another” has struck. 
Half Million Orphans 
Capt. Cole, the son of Mr. end 
Mrs. Albert W. Cole, 230 Washing­ 
ton street, writes for assistance for 
“those who need,” * for there are 
nearly a quarter of a million war 
widow*., more than half a million 
war orphans and other millions of 
refugees in Korea to attest to the 
fact that, not so long ago, a war 
was fought there. 
“At the present time,’ the captain 
writes, “ I am stationed In K orea- 
After having served In this country 
once before, 1848, and observed the 
poverty and the needs of the Kor­ 
eans, I feel qualified to stats that 
the requirement for assistance Is 
real and Imminent. It appears that 
one disaster after another has add­ 
ed to th# misery of these poor 
people. 
“During the war, many Koreans 
were evacuated from the north to 
Puaan. and overcrowded this city 
to a point where living conditions 
were very uncomfortable. To add 
to their trials and tribulation*, you 
may have read about the recent 


fire which destroyed one-sixth of 
the city, and wiped out the sole po*- 
Reunions of many refugees. 
Korean Earns Little 
“The average Korean has so little, 
and earns so little, that it takes a 
considerable amount of time to re­ 
place any loss, As a matter of fact, 
the average laborer earns approxi­ 
mately 17 won per hoar (INO won 
equals one dollar).

By Charles Wailea 
Should juveniles who have com­ 
mitted serious vandalism be placed 
in Jail, as soma aathorlties kavs 
suggested? 
To get a reaction od this ques­ 
tion, the BRISTOL DAILY COUR­ 
IER interviewed persons who for 
years 
have 
been 
clos* 
to 
th* 
Juvenile problem here. 
AU of th* persons Interviewed 
indicated 
their 
belief 
that 
the 
greatest blame for juvenile delin­ 
quency ta Lower Bucks county lies 
in "unsuitable home life." 
Economic Reasons 
Forced by present economic con­ 
ditions, both mother and father 
seek employment to meet financial 
obligations. 
However, some of the persons 
interviewed by the COURIER found 
other reasons. 
Chief John R. Stewart, of th* 
Bristol township police, said the 
p retest laws In the state ware not 
adequate enough to forestall th* 
Juvenile problem, which, in the fu­ 
ture stands aa a greater menace 
than the ordinary resident woald 
believe. 
“The most logical method to ban­ 
dit the sitaation, in my opinion, 
said Chief Stewart, “would be to 
lower the 
ag* limit on what Is 
commonly known as the legal mini 
mum 
age 
for 
Jailing 
wayward 
youths. 
Calls Law Imbalanced 
I realise that the present law 
specifies that Juveniles under the 
age of 18 cannot be held In jail, or 
even have a completed case issued 
on them by local judicial authori­ 
ties. 
“However, 


law ie also Imbalanced when we 
stack It nest to n o n obvious con­ 
ditions which exist 
“In the first case if a so-called 
juvenile Is permitted to drive a car, 
or can buy a hunting license—both 
of which carry a great deal of re­ 
sponsibility la themselves — then, 
why shouldn't th* age limit be low­ 
ered to l l where there Is a clear 
and valid reason for proper treat­ 
ment by juvenile authorities? 
Doubts Ifs Answer 
“I must hurriedly add that I am 
assigned to maintain th* law with­ 
in the township and I do not think 
that lowering the age to l l would 
be one answer to th* situation, but 
as an officer, I have witnessed too 
many under-age lawbreakers who 
do realise lh* seriousness of their 
crimes. 
“As time goes on and th* situa­ 
tion reaches a critical state, then 
we will have more on our hands 
than we ever realised possible. 
From my short experience in Bris­ 
tol Township I can safely say that, 
with the rapid expansion of-the 
area, is a rising problem of juve­ 
nile delinquency. 
“Too often we are called out lo 
stop 
children 
from 
committing 
minor misdemeanors and are faced 
with 
public opinion

'boys will be boys.’ But, remember, 
boys become men and misdemean­ 
ors become crimes.

In Salaries Is Made By Teachers 
H A R R ISB U R G -(IN S)— A new 
inundated salary schedule ranging 
from $3,600 to $8,200 carried the en­ 
dorsement today of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Education Association. 
More than 700 members rubber- 
stamped the resolution which her­ 
alds a new battle in the General 
Assembly in 1955 to hike the man­ 
dated schedule which starts now 
at $2,400 a year.

The resolution also called for a 
$1,000 cost of living grant to each 
teacher In 1955.

Brillhart defeated Leon W. Per­ 
kins, of Ardmore Union school, 437 
to 315. 
The association, which concludes 


its annual convent iou today, rep­ 
resents 55,000 of the state's more 
than 61,000 teacher! 
Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion Francis B. Haas told members 
the commonwealth will need 17,000 
new teachers by 1964 to meet in­ 
creased classroom needs. 
In the next six years. Haas add­ 
ed, the added costs of teaching will 
run to more than 59 million dollars 
of which salaries will take all but 
about 20 million. 
Delegates voiced support of the
